1 . (Currently Amended) A system for allowing a user to perform an assessment for 
compliance certification comprising: 

a database storing a plurality of evaluation questions and a plurality of assessment 
questions, 

wherein the ev aluation questions ask for information usable to construct profiles of at 
least one organization. 

wherein the assessment questions ask for information usable to determine if said at least 
one organization meets requirements for at least one compliance certification, and 

wherein subsets of said plurality of evaluation and assessment questions are combinable 
to form a plurality of assessment courses; and 

a server, connected to said database via a communications network, having a processor 
configured to cause a graphical user interface to be displayed to a network access device 
connected to said server via said communications network; 

wherein said processor is further configured to present to [[the]] an assessed user, as 
individual personnel of an organization seeking said at least one compliance certification , via 
said graphical user interface, a subset of evaluation questions comprised by at least one of said 
plurality of assessment courses^ 

wherein said processor is further configured to receive responses from the assessed user 
to said subset of evaluation questions. 
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wherein said processor is further configured to construct at least one profile of the 
organization seeking said at least one compliance certification based on said responses to said 
subset of evaluation questions, 

wherein said processor is further configured to present to the assessed user, via said 
graphical user interface, a subset of assessment questions comprised by said at least one of said 
plurality of assessment courses and corresponding to said at least one profile of the organization 
seeking said at least one compliance certification , and 

wherein said processor is further configured to receive responses from the assessed user 
to the subset of said plurality of e valuation and assessment questions comprising said at least one 
of said plurality of assessment courses^-and 

wher e in answers to said e valuation questions are used in said at l e ast on e as s essment 
course to d e t e rmin e which of said a s s e ssm e nt qu e stions are shown to said assessed us e r . 

2. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 1, further comprising: 

a first plurality of minimum scores, stored in said database, each corresponding to one of 
the subset of said plurality of evaluation questions includ e d in comprised by each of said 
plurality of assessment courses. 

3. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 2, further comprising: 

a second plurality of minimum scores, stored in said database, each corresponding to one of the 
subset of said plurality of e valuation qu e stions included in assessment questions comprised by 
each of said plurality of assessment courses. 
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4. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 3, wherein said processor is further configured 
to calculate a first score based on said response to the subset of said plurality of evaluation 
questions comprising comprised by said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses. 

5. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 4, wherein said processor is further configured 
to calculate a second score based on said response to the subset of said plurality of assessment 
questions comprising said comprised by at least one of said plurality of assessment courses. 

6. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 5, wherein said processor is further configured 
to determine whether said first score is equal to or exceeds one of said first plurality of minimum 
scores corresponding to the subset of said plurality of evaluation questions comprising comprised 
by said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses. 

7. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 6, wherein said processor is further configured 
to determine whether said second score is equal to or exceeds one of said second plurality of 
minimum scores corresponding to the subset of said plurality of assessment questions comprising 
comprised by said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses. 

8. (Original) The system of Claim 1, wherein said communications network is at least a 
portion of the global, public Internet. 
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9. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 1, wherein each of said responses received 
from the assessed user to the subset of said plurality of evaluation questions comprising 
comprised by said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses is indicative of one of the 
following: "Yes"; and "No". 

10. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 1, wherein each of said responses received 
from the assessed user to the subset of said plurality of assessment questions comprising 
comprised by said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses is indicative of one of the 
following: "Yes"; "No"; and "Not Applicable". 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A computer-implemented method for allowing users to remotely 
perform assessments for compliance certification, comprising the steps of: 

storing a plurality of evaluation questions and a plurality of assessment questions, 

wherein the evaluation questions ask for information usable to construct profiles of at 
least one organization, 

wherein the assessment questions ask for information usable to determine if said at least 
one organization meets requirements for at least one compliance certification, and 

wherein subsets of said plurality of evaluation and assessment questions are combinable 
to form a plurality of assessment courses; 

causing a graphical user interface to be displayed, over a communications network, to an 
assessed use r, as individual personnel of an organization seeking said at least one compliance 
certification ; 
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receiving a selection from said assessed user, via said graphical user interface, wherein 
said selection is indicative of one of said plurality of assessment courses; 

presenting to said assessed user, via said graphical user interface, a subset of evaluation 
questions comprised by at least one of said plurality of assessment courses; 

receiving from said assessed user, via said graphical user interface, responses to said 
subset of evaluation questions; 

constructing at least one profile of the organization seeking said at least one compliance 
certification based on said responses to said subset of evaluation questions, 

presenting to said assessed user, via said graphical user interface, f fthe]l a_subset of said 
plurality of e valuation and assessment questions comprising comprised by said at least one of 
said plurality of assessment courses and corresponding to said at least one profile of the 
organization seeking said at least one compliance certification; 

receiving from said assessed user, via said graphical user interface, a plurality of 
responses from said assess e d us e r to the subset of said plurality of evaluation and assessment 
questions comprising comprised by said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses? 

wh e reby said plurality of r e sponses can be scored in order to det e rmine wh e th e r said 
ass e ss e d user should r e ceive a certification for said at l e ast one of said plurality of assessm e nt 
cours e s, and 

wherein answ e rs to said evaluation questions are us e d in said at least on e assessment 
cours e to d e termin e which of said assessment questions ar e shown to said ass e ss e d user . 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 11, further comprising the steps of: 
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storing a first plurality of minimum scores, each corresponding to one of the subset of 
said plurality of evaluation questions comprising comprised by said at least one of said plurality 
of assessment courses; and 

storing a second plurality of minimum scores, each corresponding to one of the subset of 
said plurality of assessment questions comprising comprised by said at least one of said plurality 
of assessment courses. 

13. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 12, further comprising the steps of: 
calculating a first score based on said plurality of response to the subset of said plurality 

of evaluation questions comprising comprised by said at least one of said plurality of assessment 
courses; 

calculating a second score based on said plurality of response to the subset of said 
plurality of assessment questions comprising comprised by said at least one of said plurality of 
assessment courses; 

determining whether said first score is equal to or exceeds one of said first plurality of 
minimum scores corresponding to the subset of said plurality of evaluation questions comprising 
comprised by said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses; and 

determining whether said second score is equal to or exceeds one of said second plurality 
of minimum scores corresponding to the subset of said plurality of assessment questions 
comprising comprised by said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses.

19. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim HIS , wherein a weight is assigned to each 
of said plurality of responses to the subset of said plurality of assessment questions comprising 
said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses, said weight being relative to others of 
said plurality of responses, based on compliance with at least one goal of said certification. 

20. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim HIS, further comprising the step of: 
displaying a deficiency macro to said assessed user, via said graphical user interface, 

when one of said plurality of responses to the subset of said plurality of assessment questions 
comprising comprised by said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses is indicative of 
"No". 

21. (Original) The method of Claim 11, wherein said communications network is at least a 
portion of the global, public Internet. 
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22. (Currently Amended) A computer program product comprising a computer usable 

medium having control logic stored therein for causing a computer to perform assessments for 

compliance certification, said control logic comprising: 

first computer readable program code means for causing the computer to store a plurality 
of evaluation questions and a plurality of assessment questions, 

wherein the evaluation questions ask for information usable to construct profiles of at 
least one organization, 

wherein the assessment questions ask for information usable to determine if said at least 
one organization meet requirements for at least one compliance certification, and 

wherein subsets of said plurality of evaluation and assessment questions are combinable 
to form a plurality of assessment courses; 

second computer readable program code means for causing the computer to display a 
graphical user interface, over a communications network, to an assessed use r as individual 
personnel of an organization seeking said at least one compliance certification ; 

third computer readable program code means for causing the computer to receive a 
selection from said assessed user, via said graphical user interface, wherein said selection is 
indicative of one of said plurality of assessment courses; 

fourth computer readable program code means for causing the computer to present to said 
assessed user, via said graphical user interface, a subset of evaluation questions comprised by at 
least one of said plurality of assessment courses; 
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fifth computer readable program code means for causing the computer to receive from 

said assessed user, via said graphical user interface, responses to said subset of evaluation 

questions; 

sixth computer readable program code means for causing the computer to construct at 
least one profile of the organization seeking said at least one compliance certification based on 
said responses to said subset of evaluation questions; 

seventh computer readable program code means for causing the computer to present to 
said assessed user, via said graphical user interface, a subset of th e subs e t of said plurality of 
e valuation and assessment questions comprising said comprised by said at least one of said 
plurality of assessment courses and corresponding to said at least one profile of the organization 
seeking said at least one compliance certification ; [[and]] 

eighth computer readable program code means for causing the computer to receive from 
said assessed user, via said graphical user interface, a plurality of responses from said assessed 
user to the subset of said plurality of evaluation and assessment questions comprising comprised 
by said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses[[;]]

23. (Currently Amended) The computer program product of Claim 22, further comprising: 
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sixth comput e r r e adabl e program code means for causing th e computer to stor e a first 
plurality of minimum scor e s, each corresponding to one of th e subset of said plurality of 
evaluation qu e stions comprising said at l e ast on e of said plurality of assessm e nt courses; and 

s e v e nth ninth computer readable program code means for causing the computer to store a 
s e cond plurality of minimum scores, each corresponding to one of the subset of said plurality of 
assessment questions comprising comprised by said at least one of said plurality of assessment 
courses. 

24. (Currently Amended) The computer program product of Claim 23, further comprising: 

e ighth comput e r r e adable program cod e m e ans for causing the comput e r to calculat e a 
first score bas e d on said plurality of response to th e subset of said plurality of evaluation 
qu e stions comprising said at least one of said plurality of assessm e nt courses; 

ninth tenth computer readable program code means for causing the computer to calculate 
a second score based on said plurality of response to the subset of said plurality of assessment 
questions comprising comprised by said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses; 

tenth computer r e adabl e program code means for causing th e comput e r to det e rmine 
wheth e r said first score is e qual to or e xceeds on e of said first plurality of minimum scores 
corr e sponding to th e subset of said plurality of e valuation questions comprising said at least one 
of said plurality of assessm e nt courses; and 

eleventh computer readable program code means for causing the computer to determine 
whether said second score is equal to or exceeds one of said s e cond plurality of minimum scores 
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corresponding to the subset of said plurality of assessment questions comprising comprised by 

said at least one of said plurality of assessment courses. 

25. (New) The system of claim 1, wherein said processor is further configured to score the 
responses to said assessment questions to determine whether the organization seeking said at 
least one compliance certification at least in part meets the requirements for said at least one 
compliance certification. 

26. (New) The method of claim 1 1, the method further comprising: 

scoring the responses to said assessment questions in order to determine whether the 
organization seeking said at least one compliance certification at least in part meets the 
requirements for said at least one compliance certification. 

27 (New) The computer program product of claim 23, said control logic further comprising: 

ninth computer readable program code means for scoring the responses to said 
assessment questions in order to determine whether the organization seeking said at least one 
compliance certification at least in part meets the requirements for said at least one compliance 
certification. 
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
